McKibben, wiio huH l^een bttying 
tobacco at MudiHoti, Ind., and 
who bad trouble with day riders 
here abont the trat of Ihe year. 
There were about ten thousand 
pounds of tobacco iu the barn.

History of the Church 
of thi Immaculate Cen- 




Commencing with this issue 
it is the desira of The Bee to 
publish the brief history of each 
church in the city. The differ 
ent pastors have been asked to 
astist as in the niatter which we 
hope will be of interest to the 
readers of our paper and a bene- 
fit to the or^raiiizations. 

Abont the year 1847, Simon 
Kegau settled in Hopkins county, 
and it; was at his house that the 
Holy Sacrifice of the Mass was 
celebrate^ for the first time in 
Hopkins' eonoty by the well- 
known pioneer jiriest of Wes- 
tern Kentucky, the Key. £ J. 
Darbm, whose mission extend- 
ed from tear Vincinnes, Ind., to 
Nabhville, Tenn. For twenty- 
five years Father Durbiu offered 
the BMy Seen Ice of the Mass at 
Simon Fegan's house once a 
year. In the. sixties Father 
Dunn, who was then Father Dur- 
biu 's faithful assistant, offered 
the Holy Sacrifice of the Mass at 
a far^ house which stood near 
the present Earliagton railroad 
depot. 

The railroad from Henderson 
to Guthrie was then being con- 
structed and Father Dunn said 
Mass for those who w«^re build- 
ing it. 

In 1871, Father Jenking, at 

present paHtor of New Hope, 
Ky.. and at that time pastor of 
Henderson, offered the Ho.ly 
Sacrifice of the Mass ror% faw of 

those who had then bakno toj 
work iu the miues. 
On Daoanber 11th. 1878, the 

congregation of Eariiugton, un- 
der the title of the Immaculate 
Oonception, was formally estab- 
lished by the Right Rev. Bisliop 
McCloskey, and the Rev. Al- 
phonaus Mariu Uoeuan appointed 
as Its first pastor. 

The first church, a frame 
bniliUug, tfO X 25, was fiuished 
and dedioated the last Sunday of 
August, 1878. 

Simrfn Fegan quarrii'd the rock 
aud built the fuuudatiou of that 
first church free of charge. The 
St. Betnanl Coal Co., donated 
the three lots on which the 
church was built. 

In May, 1876, the Rev. Father 
Coenan resigned as pastor of 
Henderson and took up bis resi 
dence at Earlington.' 

The following September, a 
I'arochial School was opened with 
four Sisters of Loretto for tpach- 
ers, the auditorium of the 
church was used for the pur- 
pose, being separated from the 
sanctuary by foldinjc doora^. The

stera of Loretto taught until 

June, 1S90, wlien a change \v;ib 
made, and the Sisters of Charity 
Of Nazareth took charee Seotem- 
||er, 1890, and are still teaching. 

In 1882, a true benefactor, 
Bcrniird N. Farrcn, E-q , of 
Philadelphia, built the present 
two-storied brick school house, 
still IU use. He haa always 
taken a pride In th'eParidiof 
Earlington. 

On October lOfh, 1886, the Rt. 
RfV. Bishop Mc(/loskey laid the 
corner stone of the ilew church, 
and one truly to be proud of. 
Bather Dunn preached on the 
occasion. Many of the Rev. 
energy were present and took 
pbrt in the ceremonies. There 
Were also present B. N. Farren, 
Esq., who so generouijly donated 
tbe brick and slate fo^ the build- 
ing, and Mr. J. S. Atkinson, 
president oS the St. Bernard 
Mining Co., whov'wa^^^ kind 
and g|^d, s« to-'donat^i ata entire . 
squaie of ftouOd, thnt i<>, eight 
town lots for the new buiUliog, 
and who, to the prcj-ent ilay, cau 
be depended on a.'; a true friend. 
Another benefactor donated $8,- 
000. for the completion of the 
building, the congregation fur- 
nished the balance, amounting 
to aliout $2,500, and the new 
church was finished and Bolemn- 
Iv consecrated by ^he Rt. Rev. 
lOp McCloskey on May 81. 
it being ^entirnly freofrom 



debt. 



In October, 1888, the town of 
Earlington, at their own ex- 
pense placed in the tower a 
very Aaa eloek for the benelt of 

the town, being allowed the use 
of the bells for the striking- of 
the quarters aud the hours. 

The three-bells, the Stations 
of the Cross and the pipe organ, 
were donated by some reverend 
gentleman residing at Antwerp, 
Belgium. 

The number of Catholics in 
Earlington and the other niis- 
siouB belonging to the Parish, is 
about 468 sonls. 

The pastora who have been 
and are in charge of the church 
of the Immaculate Conception, 
are as follows : The Rev. Father 
Coenan, founder of the oongre- 
gatiou of the Immaculate Oon- 
ception May 29th, 187r), and who 
for thirty long years labored 
xealoualy for God and souls, 
never tiring uf doing good and 
promoting the houor of God. ILb 
departed this life February 13. 
1}M)6. 

The Rev. Father Welch, pas- 
tor at Hopkinsville, kiudly at- 
tended the Parish until the ap- 
pointment of the Rev. Father 
O'C/onnor who, on July 22ud, 
1905, took charge as pastor, re- 
maining until March 28, 1906, 
when be was made pastor of St- 
Michael's church, Louisville, Ky. 

On April 6th, 1906, the Rev. 
J. P. McParland. the present 
pastor, took up hi» duties as pas- 
tor of the church of the immacu- 
late Oonoaptiott*

WILL DEFEND HELPLESS EARMEIC&

Padooah, Ky., April 4.>--For 

the flrflt time in several night» 
Calloway county was peaceablo 
laat night, not a ainiU* caaa «# 
night riding bbfog rajtoried. 

The quiet was due to the pres- 
ence of soldiers in Murray aad 
the outlying county. 

Lieut. Wilburn refuses to 
state how he will work his sold- 
iers, bnt from an awtheatie 
source it is learned that a de- 
tachment will be sent o»t eaeik 
night to patrol^ the eoiioty and 
watch for night riders, a 8%oaa 
being left at Murray to defem) 
the town. The first patrol duty 
was inangnrated last nigkt. 

The night riilerR are not ex- 
pected to take any ebauees witb 
the Boldien and have ceased 
operation. Troops were request- 
ed principally to stop the enwk 
work of this lawless band in thcr 
county^ 

Oounty Judge J. G. Wells said 
this morning that he had beeik 
misrepresented and int^ntieaajty 
so by some people by the- state- 
ment that he had called for 
troops to protect the trust's re- 
handling konse at Mwnay. H» 
said that l^e wished Th^ Times' 
would state that be called the- 
troops for the pvoteetieo. ef the- 
f armers, and continued : 

"I called the soldiers to stop 
this whipping of isolated faraa- 
ers; which was taking pkee al- 
most nightly. The whippingek 
were severe and some of the vic- 
tims were hnrt I know what 1 
am talkiug about, 'tot I baTe- 
en them. \ ^ ' 

"Farmers were called froift 
their beds and beaten with 
heavy branches until they blad» 
You can say that so far as it im 
in my power I am going to stop 
this kind of treatment, even if it 
coat me my life to do it. Lie» 
have been sent out of here abont 
me, and some people have Otk- 
sured nie for requesting troops, 
but the county authorities were' 
unable to cope with the sitti*- 
tion. 

"Threats haVe been seut me 
by the ni|i;ht riders. They have 
warned me that they would kill 
me, and they may ilo it, but i 
am going to give the farmera 
protection at any cost." 

Men who are intimately ao^ 
quainted with Judge Wells say 
that he means every word b^ 
speaks. H,e has been the county 
Judge of ('alio way for several 
terms, and this is the first time 
his nerve haa ever been tested in 
an official eapacify. He realizes 
that hia act may kill his politi- 
cal aipirationa, but they are n 
secondary matter.
